PROF. HART SPEAKER 



He Says Washington Foresaw Indu.s- 
trial Era in United States 

"George Washington was one of the 
first to foresee the destiny of this na- 
tion industrially and to see the prospect 
o> manufacturing on a large scale," 
Prof, Albert Bushnell Hart, historian 
of the George Washington Bicentenary 
and senior mem.ber of the Old South 
As-soclation in Boston, told several hun- 
dred men and women and school chil- 
dren at Washington's birthday obser- 
vance exercises yesterda" morning in 
the Old South Meeting House. 

"In his third visit to Massachusetts 
in 1789, while first President of the 
United States, George Washington, 
visited Lynn, where they were then 
turning out the amazing number of 
2,30.000 pairs cI shoes a year, and then 
continued on *.o the Merrimack valley 
end viewed wii'n great interest the tex- 
tile plants." he said. "T'ne first prac- 
tical agriculturist in the United States, 
he later became intensely interested in 
mpnufacturing and had a system of 
manufacturing cloth and other materials 
on his farms in 'Virginia. While not 
foreseeing the steam engine, he fore- 
saw the great possibilities of water 
power." 

Prof. Hart sought to confine his re- 
marks tn "Washington as a Bostonian." 
In consic'erable detail he described 
Washington's three visits to Boston, 
tne first in 1756 as a soldier, the second 
in 1775 and 1776 wlnen he became com- 
mander-in-c"nier of the Continental 
Army, and the third in 1789 as Presi- 
dent. 

'Washington '^'as a muoh greater 
Bostonian than he was a Philadelphian," 
he said. "He had no such persona 
effection f-r Philadelphia, where he 
served as President for eight years, as 
he had 'or Boston. I stand here con- 
vinced of the fact that Massachusetts 
had a large share in the Efforts and 
EccomplishjTients of George Washing- 
ton,"

Day in City on Way to 

Rome and Home 

f ATTENDS BIRTHDAY 

RECEPTION HERE 

Bound for Rome and Ireland from 
the international euehariytir! congress 
at Melbourne, Australia, Joseph Card- 
inal MacRory, Archbishop of Armagh, 
primate of all Ireland and papal legate 
was a \lsltor in Boston for several 
houjis yesterday while his ship, the Sa- 
turnia, remained at Commonwealth 
Pier. 

His brilliant scarlet robes and bii-etta 
Bhone among the flashing uniforms at 
Gov. Curley's reception In the Hall of 
Flags at the State House, where the 
Governor and Miss Curlev kneeled and 
kissed his ring. He visited St. John's 
Seminary, BriKhton, the Sacred Heart 
Church in Newton, and St. Peter's 
Church in Dorciiester, and after be- 
stowing the papal blessing, he sailed 
for Rome and Ireland. 

In the ab.sence of Cardinal O'Con- 
nell, wiio is at Na.ssau, Cardinal Mac- 
Rory was welcomed to the city by tlie 
Most Rev. Francis J. Spellman, auxili- 
ary bishop; the Rt. Rev. Mgr. Richard 
J. Haberlin, vicar-general, and the Rev. 
Dr. Louis L. Kelleher, a professor at 
St. John's Semlnao'. 

Councilman Clement A. Norton of 
Kyde Park and Samuel J, Pope, a deputy 
chief of the Boston nre department, 
.joined the welcoming committee at 
Commonwealth pier, where the Satur- 
nia docked at 8 A. M. Sgt. John De- 
vine of the South Boston police station 
lieaded an escort of 15 policemen who 
accompanied Cardinal MacRory and his 
party through the city.

The Cardinal 
was escorted to the Hall of Flags by 
Capt. Harvey E. Landers of the Gov- 
ernor's stair and several other ofBcers. 
On the steps of the State' House he 
save his lilcssiuR to the large crowd 
gathered before him. 

Taking precedence over thousands of 
men and women who were waiting their 
turn to shake the Governor's hand, be- 
rau.se of the limited time he had before 
the Saturnia sailed, the cardinal was 
led directly to the Governor, who 
kneeled with his daughter to kiss the 
ring. 

He chatted with Gov. Curley nearly 
five minutes before he left the State 
House and rode tn St. Peter's Church 
in Dorchester, of which Mgr. Haberlin 
Is pastor.

After being Introduced 
to the parishioners, Cardinal MacRory 
said:

"I can do no more than give you 
the Holy Father's blessing. Before I 
do so, however, I would be ungrateful 
If I did not extend my thanks for this 
wonderful reception. It has been B sur 
prise and pleasure to find here In New 
England such a large bit of old Ire- 
land, and .so many folk from the old 
land. I rejoice to meet you 

"■\Vhcn I go back I shall tell the 
people of Ireland of the faith and the 
patrlotLsm and genero.sity which I found 
m the Catliollcs of this great city of 
Boston.

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I Politics vs. tlie Police 

WITH the appointment of Eugene M. 
McSweeney to the police commis- 
sionership of Boston, a disquieting 
and demoralizing political conflict affect- 
ing the whole police department is ended. 
Its continuance was dangerous, resulting 
in unrest and uncertainty all through the 
force, from the superintendent to the man 
I on the beat. 

Now that the Governor has made good 
his threat to remove Jo.scph J. Leonard 
from the commissionership to which he 
was appointed by Governor Ely, Mr. Cur- 
ley is under special obligation to repair 
the damage done to the police force by 
political wrangling for which he is more 
than a little to blame. 

Though Commissioner McSweeney has 
come in on a high tide of political maneu- 
vering, it is his opportunity to conduct 
his department above politics and in the 
public interest. His is a chance to so man- 
age his job that rumors of political influ- 
ence, intrigue with the underworld and 
petty graft that have attached to the 
department will be proved manifestly 
untrue. 

The Governor, in filling the post of 
police commissioner, has m no way indi- 
cated any recollection of his avowed 
intention of turning the appointment 
over to the Mayor of Boston. It would 
have been an effective token of the Gov- ' 
ernor's sincerity had he taken this oppor- 
tunity to make good his promise by at 
least appointing a temporary commis- 
sioner and then working for a change in 
the method of appointment. 

As a matter ol fact appointment of Bos- 
ton's Police Cojomissioner by the Gover- 
nor is preferable to appointment by the 
Mayor. Normally it has tended to remove 
the post somev/hat from the arena of 
bitter local politics. But preferable to 
either method is a merit system, whereby 
police commissioners v/ould hold office 
during good behavior subject to removal 
only by the courts. 

The present strife that has centered in 
the Bo-ston Police Department, threaten- 
ing serious impairment of its public 
service, is adequate proof of the ultimate 
necessity of divorcing police departments 
entirely from: politics.

After Concord begran to be over- 
crowded, long-term prisoners were again 
sent to Charlestown and Concord was 
used as a reformatory for younger pris- 
oners. Mr. Parkhurst asserted that every 
commissioner of correction for the laai 
fifteen years had urged that the Chnrles- 
( : town prison l)e aboiislied. It was de- 
I signed for 700 men hut there were now

Its continuance was dangerous, resulting 
in unrest and uncertainty all through the 
force, from the superintendent to the man 
on the beat. 

Now that the Governor has made good 
his threat to remove Jo.ieph J. Leonard 
from the commissionership to which he 
was appointed by Governor Ely, Mr. Cur- 
ley is under special obligation to repair 
the damage done to the police force by 
political wrangling for which he is more 
than a little to blamo. 

Though Commissioner McSweeney has 
come in on a high tide of political maneu- 
vering, it is his opportunity to conduct 
his department above politics and in the 
public interest. His i.s a chance to so man- 
age his job that rumors of political influ- 
ence, intrigue with the underworld and 
petty graft that have attached to the 
department will be proved manifestly 
untrue.

HIS AIDE JEWISH 

Speaking under the auspicoF of the 
Jewish War Veteranj, the Governor 
recalled that Washington's own aide- 
de-camp was Isaac Franks, «. Jewish 
lieutenant-colonel in the Revolutionary 
army, and that no iess than 4i patriots 
fought beside Washington, while others 
helped to finance his expeditions. 

He said that an army of 20I1,0'W Jew- 
isli officer/, and men answered the caii| 
here in 1517. 

'■Washingion had the rained c 
operation of Americans of .lewish] 
faith, in whom the intense fire 
patriotism and a desire tor personal I 
iiberiy had been implanted through | 
eountless generations of persecution," 
said the Governor. 

"In the years inimediately preceding] 
;he oiiibreaic of the Revolution, tli 
were conspicuous by their loyalty end j 
de\o'aon to the c^use which eventually I 
led to the separation ot the American! 
colonies from the crown. Jt is a mat- 
ter of historic record that tlie first de-l 
cisive step leading to the Revolution- 1 
ary war; namely, the Philadelphia non- 
importation resolutions of n65, was | 
sig^ned by nine patriots ot Jewish faith. 

Would Grieve Today 

"Who does not know of the eontriliu- 
tion to the success of the struggle for 
liberty made by the Jewi.* patrioj. 
Ha> m .Solomon— a contribution to the 
cause of the Colonial forces which, 
although never repaid, will forever re- 
main an imperishable testimonial to his 
memory. 

"if M^a.shington were ative today, I 
am confident that he would be deeply 
grieved to learn of the euffering re- 
sulting from religious intolerance 
abroad. Hi? broad and humane sym 
pathies could brook no distinction 
based on the accident of birlh." 

The Governor quoted from a letter 
in which Washington wrote to the 
Hebiew congregation at Xewport, R. 1.. 
".May the stock of Abraham, who dwell 
in this land, continue lo merit and 
enjoy the good will of the olher in- 
hal'itants, while everyone shall sit in 
safety under his ow*n vine and fig 
tree, and tiiere shall be none to mal^e 
him afraid." 

1-ike Senator Tydings of Maryland, 
the Governor declared that no one 
knows but that the linknown Soldier 
of Germany and the Unknown Soldier 
of .\merica miglit be Jewish heroes.

Conrad Crooker Asks

CH.ARGES COLLUSION 

The attorney has been asking fi>r re- 
moval of the racing board ever (since 
iJovernor Curley took office, contending 
that there has been collusion between 
the members of the persons interested 
in racing in the State. 

"It is clear," said Mr. Crooker in his 
letter, "that as a matter of law, and 
rpecifically by provisiun of the statute 
that created this commission, >ou have 
the power, not only to remove the com- 
mission for cause, hut also tlie power 
tr> direct and supervise the work of 
the commission whenever you shall 
deem it necessary to do so." I 

The Crooker letter refers to the Gov- 
ernor's action in securing the removal 
of Lawrence J. Bresnahan. assistant- 
secretary, fls proof that the Governor 
can cnntrnl the situation. 

Emergency Legislation 

"Regardless of any legal teihnicali- 
ties," ^aUi Mr. Crooker, "your practical 
control over the admini.'^trative func- 
tions ot this commission has been 
abundantly demonstrated within thi' 
past 48 hours by the commission's 
speedy compliance with your re(]uest 
that it discontinue the services of one 
of its j-ocretnrics. 

"If you entertain any doubt as to your 
authority to direct the commission along 
the lines that I have indicated witl-.oul 
tlie consent ot the Council, I respen- 
fc.ily request that you call a special 
meeting of the Council for the purpose 
of completing your authority in the 
premises. 

^ "-^nd in the meantime may I respect- 
fully request you to address a special 
niessage tn the I.egislatnre, asking for 
the immedia'^e enactment of emergenrv 
legislation reauiring the racing commi--'- ., 
sion to grant duly adTertisea t'>-u\V¥ 
hearings prior to the issuance of ea 
and every license authorized bv the j 
act of inSt." I

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SHOE INDUSTRY 
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Dean Archer's Committee 

Holds Session — Survey 

to Be Made 



Mayor James M. Curley, addressing 
the conference of the special shoe in- 
dustrial committee headed by Dean 
Gleason L. Archer of the Suffolk Law 
school, Thursday afternoon, said that 
the MassarhUKetts shoe industry will 
be forfeited unless employers and em- 
ployes end their "hatred and preju- 
dice" and work out an agreement 
"ctjuitablc to bjth sic'.es." He exhorted 
bolh the manufacturers and workers 
to cooperate, declarinp; that "the peo- 
ple have certain rights." 

He called lor "sane and clear think- 
ing" to save the Industry from the 
"scrap heap. " 

In openini; the meeting. Dean 
Archer de,clared that the committee 
would conduct a swift and impartial 
survey of the shoe situation and sug- 
gest such changes in the law as are 
necessary to do away with existing 
ills. 

The State Department of Labor and 
Industries was severely criticized by 
speakers at the hearing for Its in- 
activity in settling labor troubles In 
the shoe Industry in recent years. 



Representative .shoe men in the 
Industry declared that high grade 
manufactrucrs are handicapped by 
the "chiseling" manufacturers who 
have violated the codes, while strikes 
and labor disputes have delayed pro- 
duction and deliveries to such an ex- 
tent that buyers have placed their r 
business elsewhere. It was also stated ] 
that manufacturers have hesitated to [ 
moderniEe their plants for fear that i 
, they might be forced to close before 
. they got their money back because of 
labor troubles. 

The manufacturers stated that shoe 
factories in Mas.sachusetts are forced 
to operate on antiquated wage sched- 
I ules which were based on rates of 25 
to 30 years ago. It was stated that 
the labor unions should agree to devise 
a new schedule. 

The Haverhill Industry wa repre- 
sented by Manager Fred L. Cooper of 
the Shoe Manufacturers Board of 
Trade, Everett L. Bradley, George L. 
Langdon, Jr., Rayqmond V. McNamara 
and others. 

Haverhill shoe manufacturers have 
suffered tremendously from the "lack 
of continuity of employment," Mr. 
Bradley told the rommittee. He said 
Uiat manufacturers have attempted to 
establish amicable relations without 
success. He felt that a plan to pro- 
vide continuous operation of factories 
would assist the Industry.

STATE HOUSE, BOSTON, Feb. 
23— Engineer.s and other federal, 
state and city officials of Massachu- 
setts gathered at the office of Gov- 
ernor Curley, today, to discuss 
plans for the putting into effect of 
a $40,000,000 improvement in the 
Merrimack river valley

Advocates of Merrimack Valley Trunk 
Sewer Project Encouraged by the An- 
nouncement of Governm-_Curley 



The construction of a trunk .sewer running- the length 
of the Merrimack river valh^y has long been advocated 
and recognized as an improvement highly important to 
the health of the people of the communities through which 
the river flows, because of the great amoitnt ol sewage 
emptied into its open waters, but the tremendous estmated 
cost of the proposed project made all but its most^optimis- 
tic supporters doubt if it would ever be realized. Now that 
the federal government is spending vast sums tor public 
relief and public works, though, to alleviate current dis- 
tress and to give the aid to private business and industry 
necessary to open the way to the return of good times, the 
situation has changed and the outlook tor this major 
improvement is now brighter than ever before. _ 

Governor James M. Curley made the extremely im- 
portant announcement Wednesday that he had received 
assurances from Washington that the federal government 
would provide $40,000,000 for improvements m the Mer- 
rimack Valley from the river's source to the sea, with 
$30,000,000 to be spent in Mas.sachusetts and $10,000,000 
in New Hampshire. The entire cost would be borne by the 
federal government, according to the Governor, w-ith 
neither state being required to contribute anything. That 
•was the finest kind of news to the people of the valley 
and naturally they all hope that it will be confirmed by 
early official announcement from Washington. 

Of great consequence as a general health proposition, 
the purification of the river resulting from the construction 
of the trunk sewer would be doubly important to Law- 
rence because of the fact that it is the source of the local 
municipal drinking water supply. Despite the great 
amount of pollution from the communities above this city, 
the local system of slow sand filtration and chlorination 
has made the water so safe for human consumption that 
only one case of typhoid fever has been reported to the 
health department in the past two years. Without the con- 
struction of the trunk sewer, though, increasing pollution 
and the reluctance of many Lawrencians to drink Mer- 
rimack river water under any circumstances undoubtedly 
would force this city eventually to secure a new source of 
supply at an expen.se running into the millions of dollars. 
^If the sewer should be built, however, there could be no 
^■easonable objection to the continued use of the river 
water here, and then the only major outlay likely to be 
encountered would be for the improvement and enlarge- 
ment of the present plant. That would be small compared 
to the cost of changing over to a new source. 

Additional advantage should also come to this city 
from the actual construction of the sewer. Governor Cur- 
ley has e.stimated that the whole river improvement pro- 
ject would give a year's employment to 8,000 men and 
Lawrence should get its share of those jobs. It is also not 
unlikely that local concerns and individuals would also

Tlie Bosloa police force has never 'attained 
peri'ection, but it lias occupied a high place tor 
both honesiy and efficiency in the list of the 
police departments in large cities. The old force, 
with some rotten spots, would compare well 
with similar bodies of men. The new force, 
built up after the police strike that made 
Calvin Coolidge famou;;, underwent several set- 
backs but in no long time reached a state of 
capability tliat would stand comparison with 
other police organizations. 

The Garrett scandal, which directly affected 
only a small numlier of men in a large body, in- 
directly hurt tlic wiiolc force. Its morale was 
badly shaken, its reputation tarnished. A po- 
lice commissioner whose honesty was not ques- 
tioned but who had been too easily deceived 
was removed. His successor, like his predeces- 
sors, was a political appointment; but he was 
recognized as a capable administrative officer, 
though v/ithout experience in poUce work. His 
path was not strewn with roses. His political

Though there 
has been no such scandal as that in the Gar- 
rett case, the morale of the force is probably at 
a lower ebb than it was when Commissioner 
Hultman took hold. 

Nor is this strange. It has been said that at 
least 95 per cent of the force is honest and sin- 
cerely desirous of doing their duty. But the 
best disposed policeman in the world is not in- 
clined to jeopardize his chances of promotion 
by antagonizing his superior officers who are 
rumored to be hand and glove with influential 
politicians who, in turn, have friends in doubt- 
ful occupations and must be "protected." It 
is probable that for every one officer who is 
protecting anybody there are a hundred or 
more who are not, but the rumors affect them 
all and the patrolman cannot be blamed much 
if he does not see his way clear what to do and 
ends by doing nothing.

mis.sioncr. These are brave words. Whether 
they are more than mere woz-ds remains to be 
seen.

To secure the 
confidence of the police, to make them feel that 
ho is playing no favorites, that strict attention 
to duty will bring its reward, that merit rules

Spoiling a Goutl Force 

Tlie Boston police force has never 'attained 
peri'cction, but il lias occupied a high pUicc I'ur 
both honesty and ellicicncy in the list of the 
police depai'tmcnts in large cities. The old foice, 
with some rotten spots, would compare well 
with similai' bodies of men. The new force, 
built up after the police strike that made 
Calvin Coolidge famous, underwent several set- 
backs but in no long time reached a state of 
capa'Dility that would stand comparison with 
otlicr police organizations. 

,Thc Gan'ctl scandal, which dii'ecLly affected 
only a small number ol' men in a large body, in- 
directly hurt the whole force. Its morale was 
badly shaken, its reputation tarnished. A po- 
lice commissioner whose honesty was not ques- 
tioned but who had been too easily deceived 
I was removed. His successor, like his predeces- 
sors, was a political appointment; but he was 
recognized as a capable adrfiinistrative officer, 
j though v/ithout experience in poUce work. His 
I path was not strewn with roses. His political 
'' enemies were constantly at work to undermine 
his authority and were bitterly disappointed lie- 
cause a governor of their own pohtical [ler- 
suasion did not at least attempt to secure his 
removal. That Commissioner Hultman improv- 
ed tlio force in many respects cannot be denied. 
He did so in the face of opposition both open 
and underhanded. Not wholly through his fault 
but because of the uncertainty of his tenure 
of ollice, the representations made, the rumors 
of influence at work here and at work there, the i 
morale of the force was pretty well shot to j 
» pieces, a situation that was aggravated in the 
last days of the Ely administration by Mr. Hult- 
man's resignation and the appointment of Jo- 
seph J. Ijconard. 

In the meantime, the election of Governor 
Cuiley still further complicated matters and 
created greater uncertainty. He declared his 
determination to "get" Commissioner Leonard, 
the latter eventually resigning rather than re- 
main in a situation which the governor's hos- 
tility made untenable. 

Now still another commissioner takes over the 
reins, l-higene M. McSweency, a business man 
of pioved capacity and a citizen of fine reputa- 
tion has a ditlicult task before him.

The action of the governor in call- 
ing in the state police to deal with a crime in 
Boston was a reflection on both the integrity 
and the ability of the force which was bitterly 
resented, though the "intrusion" persisted for 
but a few hours and was declared by the gov- 
ernor to lie for a specific purpose. Though there 
has l)cen no such scandal as that in the Gar- 
ret I case, the morale of the force is probably at 
a lower elib than it was when Commidsioner 
Hultman took hold. 

Nor is this strange. It has been said that at 
least 95 per cent of the force is honest and sin- 
cerely desirous of doing their duty. But the 
best disposed policeman in the woi'ld is not in- 
clined to jeopardize his chances of promotion 
by antagonizing his superior oflicers who arc 
rumored to be hand and glove with influential i 
politicians who, in turn, have friends in doubt- 
ful occupations and must be "protected." It 
i.s probable that for every one officer who is 
protecting anybody there are a hundred or 
more who are not, but the rumors affect them 
all and the patrolman cannot be blamed much 
if he does not see his way clear what to do and 
ends by doing nothing.

has to accomplish. 

The task is not impossible. The personnel of 
the force is excellent. Most of the men desire 
nothing more earnestly than the chance to do 
their duty without interference. Recent events 
have jiroved that Boston is in need of a thor- 
ough cleansing, not a 'crusade" against evil- 
doers, but steady hammering away at the gang- 
sters, the vicious resorts and all sorts of I'ack- 
ets. It tenda to give confidence in the commis- 
sioner that he has not signalized his entrance 
into oflicc by announcing the things he intends 
to do.

Cardinal ItTncHory Greets Governor 
Clad In the scarlet robes of his of- 
fice Jo.seph Cardinal MacRorv arch- 
bishop of Armagh, and primate of 
Ireland, greeted the governor a few 
minutes Inter. Gov Curley and his 
daughter both knelt and kissed the 



episcopal ring, symbol of the prelato's 
hig-h office. The cardinal chatted with 
the governor and Miss Curley for five 
mliiutes. He was accompanied by 
Bishop Francis J. Speliraan. auxiliary 
bishop of the Boston diocese, and 
Mons Richard H. Haberlin, vicar-gen- 
eral. The party was escorted by 20 
members of the Boston police depart- 
ment. 

Gov Curley's own political club, the 
Tammany club of Boston, turned out 
in large numbers, with three children 
in Indian regalia accompanying. Tho 
band played "Tammany" as they 
filed past. 

During the first 50 minutes, 1090 
had gone past, the checkers' clocks 
showed. At 11.15, the pace became 
too fast for Miss Curley and she sat 
down again, and soon thereafter re- 
tired to the governor's office. Presi- 
dent James C. Moran of the Senate, 
accompanied by Senator Edward C. 
Carrol! of South Boston went through 
at 11.30. John Donovan, a Boston 
reporter, was noted. After shaking 
the governor's hand, he stopped to 
chat with Mr McSweeney. He is 
mentioned as the new commlaeioner's 
secretary. 

The Laborers' Citizens' club of the 
North End was strong in numbers 
and music. Its own band played "O 
Sole Mio" and other number* and 
then returned to the well known 
Italian air. "Why not 'The Isle of 
Capn?'" the governor remarked, and 
the band obliged. This song is par- 
ticularly well liked by the governor 
and was heard often during the recep- 
tion. 

At noon, 4000 had passed In the line. 
Miss Curley returned and stuck 
through until the end at 1.45, and her 
hand showed no blisters as a result of 
her vigorous handshaking.

The 
greetings were perfunctory and very 
formal. 

Special attention was paid by the 
governor and his daughter to the

William J. Barry, high chief ranger 
of the .Mass.achu.setts Catholic Order 
of Foresters, and members of the 
order, passed under an arch of Ameri- 
lan flags, formed by the uniformed 
rank, before being received.

BOSTON, Feb. 22 (AP)— Giov- 
einor James M. Curley shook 
hands with more than 7,000 
persons today in the annual Wash- 
ington's birthday reception at the 
state house and liked it. 

Smiling at the end of the long 
ordeal after scores of high digni 
taries of the state, a distinguished 
foreign guest, members of scores 
of military, fraternal and social 
organization and hundreds of plain 
citizens had marched before him 
the governor said, laughingly: 

"We've been shaking hands all j 
our lives and we have got used to 
it." 

"We" referred to his daughter, 
Mary, who stood beside him in the 
historic Hall of Flags. Although 
Miss Curley, dressed in a black 
wool dress with a white corded 
silk vest and white collar, was 
forced to rest at intervals, the

Still a warm advocate of the Nor-j 
folk prison colony experiment, the- 
former senator would postpone extend-" 
ing Its facilities for one year as a^ 
means of giving the Inmates and of- _ 
flclals adequate opportunity to become', 
accustomed to the present expansion. 

Within two months three additional ^ 
dormitories with facilities for housing i 
450 new Inmates will be ready at Nor- i 
folk. Thus will bring the population at - 
Norfolk up to 1100 prisoners, A tem- ,j 
porary halt In further construction . 
would provide opportunity, In Mr. e 
Parkhurst's opinion, to carry out re- ' 
habllltatlve plans and enforce rigid *;

CURLEY RKCEIVES REPORT ^ 

Gov. Curley received the report yes- .^ 
terday noon. He plans to take It to n 
Washington with him today and ex- B 
pects to have leisure to study and con- 
sider it in a few days. Pressure of busi- 
ness j'esterday prevented him even 
from glancing through It.

The Parl:hurst wport fuUowst 
To His E.xcellency James M. Ciirlev, 
Governor of the Coinmunwealtli: 
When, on Jan. 25, j'ou aslced me to 
mal;e aii examinaaon of the eyuiiJ- 
ment of Ihe department of correc- 
tion, and 1« prejiared to report, within 
3U days, what changes or adUilions 
seemed to me to be necessary, 1 ac- 
cepted the assignment with alacrUy, 
and am ready to reixirt. 

Although I have been for some 
years somewhat familiar with Ihe 
conditions at the men's prison.s in 
this stale, I Immediately visited 
Clinrlestown, Concord and Norfolk, 
and consulted with the superin- 
tendents of these instilution.s, and 
also with the conimtssioner of cor- 
rect ion. I am now ready to make 
definite recommendations as to what 
1 believe should be done to place 
Ma.ssacliu.selts, so far as Ihe eqinii- 
ment of men's prisons is coni.'ciiietl, 
second to no state in the Union, and 
superior to many. 

So much has been said in Ihe last 
few years about the Charleslown 
prison that I need not dwell upon 
the conditions In that Inslilution. It 
is well, however, to remember that 
In 1880, more than 50 years ago, this 
pri.son was deemed unlit for luriher 
use was condemned; a ne\v prison 
was built at Concord, and the 
Charleslown prison remained vacant 
for six years. 

After Concord began to be over- 
crowded, the men with longer terms 
of imprisonment were sent back to 
Charlestown, and the pri.son at Con- 
cord was n.sed 'for a reformatory for 
the younger prisoners. 

In about 192i the Charlestown 
prison was examined by a special 
commission on state adminislration 
and exiienditures, Mr. Edwin S. Web- 
ster being chairman of this cnmmillec. 
CONUK.MNKn IT ABSOI.ti TKI.Y 
This commission condemned it ab- 
solutely, and recommended that it be 
abandoned as soon as possible. 

A little later, tile Hon. Cameron W. 
FfjrlK's, a criminoloRlst of brond ex- 
jx'rience, at the request of the tiicn 
Governor, made a very careful ex- 
aminalion of the Charlestown prison, 
and condemned it in the strongest 
po,<;sible terms, calling special atten- 
tion to the shops as poorly con- 
slructed, antiquated, ill-vcnlilalcd and 
unsafe. Every commissioner of cor- 
rection for the last IS years has 
urged that the Charleslown pri.son 
be abolished.

The piison at Concord was built 
about 1880, as a maximum security 
prison of the cell block variety, de- 
signed primarily to hold the most dan- 
gerous criminals in tlie state. There 
are at preseiil 900 prisoners tliere; 
75 ))er cent, of them have been Ihero 
at least once before, and a good many 
of them, several times. 

The fundamental weakness of both 
these Institutions Is that there has 
been no opportunity in either of them 
lo make a reasonable segregation of 
prisoners. Tlie most desperate and 
con ruined lawbreaker, who has been 
many times in prisons (not only in 
tliis slate, but In other states) is 
placed side l)y side witli the young 
man who )ia.s made liis Ihsl mistake 
and who. with the right kind of en- 
couragement and assistance, miglit 
be returned lo society and become a 
respectable citizen. If, however. lie 
a.s.sociales from three to live years 
with hardened criminals, the chances 
are very much In favor of his Im^- 
coming a member of that cla.ss. an<l 
of returning again and again to 
lirisnns in lliis state or in other 
states.

Within that enclosure, community 
buildings have been constructwi. as 
nearly like a community outside the 
prl-son a.s could be designed. No build- 
ing is within 100 feel of this wall, so 
that more liberty can be allowed 
among the buildings than could lie, 
with safity. at either Concord or 
Cliariestown.

Some of the phrases in 
the statement are "sordid politics,"

Governor," etc. 

One might got the impression 
from the statement that the Gover- 
nor had removed an eflTeient and ex- 
perienced Police Commissioner in 
order to make room for a 
supporter v.'ilhout qualifications of 
any kind. It is true there was poli- 
tics in the appointment, but other 
Governors, both Democratic and Re- 
publican, have been influenced b.v 
political considerations in filling the 
o0ices at their disposal. This case 
offered nothing new in that par- 
ticular. Gov Curley may be crit- 
icized for other things, but his han- 
dling of this partie\ilar situation, al- 
though perhaps somewhat sensation- 
al, does not put him beyond the pale.

in these days when the Democrats have drama- 
tized the n'ition and set government to synco- 
pated music. 

What Vernon W. Marr said was simply this: 
'■Let us get the young people interested, encour- 
aged and enrolled." 

Old stuff.' To be sure. It is old because it 
is plain, and always has been, that any poluica! 
party, or other organization, which does not 
draw into its membership and alTairs a contin- 
uous stream of young people in time turns into 
tn Old Folks' Home. 

It is becLiuse of unusual and amazing present 
political conditions that Chairman Marr's advice 
means more now than ordinarily. Under the 
dynamic leadership of Franklin Roosevelt his 
I.arty is making a special appeal to the young 
folks— not necessarily by going out after them, 
but by puttmg on the kind of show that nat- 
urally attracts youth. 

Some years ago a nice little girl who attended 

-a nice little school in Newton— a school in which 

-t- € Republican party was almost a religion — was 

•Iked, along with her schoolmates, to write a 

jmposition on the presidential campaign, then 

impending. It was the contest between Herbert 

Hoover and Alfred E. Smith. When the teacher 

t.-illied up on the results, she found that only 

this one little girl had written about Al Smith. 

Every othei composition was devoted to Mr. 

Hoover. 

The teaciier, knowing that this little girl's 
lather was a Republican, and her mother as well, 
from curiosity and in no spirit of criticism asked 
the young author why she had happened to write 
f.bout Smith instead of Hoover. Her answer we 
now repeat, and paste it up beside the words of 
Mr. Marr: 

"I thought Al Smith was more interesting. ' 
To be sure, Al Smith was not elected Presi- 
dent, but the point is worth considering. He was 
and is interesting. 

Cheers or Jeers 

While there may be many points of dis- 
similarity between Franklin Roosevelt and Al- 
fred E. Smitn. both are interesting. The whole 
present national administration is interesting. 
Whether with cheers or jeers, it is given atten- 
tion. It offers countless aspects which may be 
expected to interest youth. 

The same thing applies here in Massachu- 
setts. In the late campaign Caspar Bacon was 
not dull; but it was Mr. Curley who captured 
the dramatic significan'ce'^"' events and issues. 
It is commonly asserted that it was the Roose- 
velt New Deal which swept Mr. Curley into the 
State House, and undoubtedly he rode that issue 
with persistency and skill. Yet he had more 
tnan that issue. The size of his plurality attests 
his personal hold on many voters' interest. A 
dramatic man. 

Now he IS Governor Curley; and we do not 
recall in our time any Governor who has so held 
the center of the stage. Years ago when Eugene 
Noble Foss was the Democratic Governor he al- 
ways used to ask, when he came into the Gov- 
ernor's office in the morning, what they were 
saying about him — he didn't care what it was, 
so long as they said something. 

And that also is old stuff. Most valuable 
political knowledge is old stuff. 

The point is, and it brings us back to the 
Vernon Man text, that what the Republicans 
need in state and nation is a new power to arouse 
interest, ano to make an appeal, not in words 
directly but by its courses of procedure, to the 
young voters, men and women. At present it 
is at a disadvantage in the nation and in Massa- 
chusetts; for while we do not undertake any 
comparison between Messrs. Roosevelt and Cur-, 
ley we may observe in them one point in com- 
mon — the power to command and hold interest. 

Applied Psychology 

Young voters, coming to their opportunities 
or duties as such, look over the political scene. 
End at present they are likely to tind more zest 
and "kick" in the Democratic party. This has 
nothing to do with issues, little to do with the 
worth of this or that individual, but it has every- 
thing to do with that branch of applied psychol- 
'ogy which makes political victories. 

That Norfolk county Republican dinner was 
an important affair. Its chief speaker was Con- 
gressman Charles W. Tobey, former Governor 
of New Hampshire, who told his hearers that 
"the NRA is dead," which may or may not be 
sc ; but it is not sufficient for an issue. At the 
gathering also were the .Speaker of the House, 
Leverett Saltonstall ; and Robert T. Bushnell, 
the new president of the Massachusetts Repub- 
lican club; and both of them were greeted as 
candidates for the governorship nomination next 
year. What either has in mind as to that, we do 
not know or seek to know, for it is too early. 

Just now the principal activity of Massachu- 
setts Republicans is aimed at the Democratic 
Governor. So heated has become this battle 
that the national administration has sunk into 
the background. As one wanders through the 



classic corridors on Beacon Hill, or as one else- 
where foregathers with the articulate of the 
Grand Old Party, one hears far more talk about 
Mr. Curley than about Mr. Roosevelt; and again 
wt see the old process working out, by which 
continued and persistent assault is, for the time 
at least, building up the man under attack. 

If one opens one's eai-s to all and sundry, 
and listens without prejudice, bias and partisan- 
siiip, one caii find two diametrically opposed 
views as to the futui-e. One is that the Repub- 
licans will unhor.se the Governor; that he has 
so consolidiited and crystallized Republican ani- 
mosity towards him that the massed power and 
determination of his Republican enemies, aided 
ultimately by disgruntled and angered Demo- 
crats, will in the end bring Mr. Curley to disaster 
and political collapse. 

The other view is that Mr. Curley grows daily 
stronger; that those who oppose him do not 
pi'osper politically; that the people, or a vast 
majority of them, like the Governor's program, 
believe he is working for them, and that he is 
rapidly becoming, not a "dictator" but a pop- 
ular hero. 

Curley's Domination 

Now, it is not our part to analyze these op- 
posing views, nor to undertake the hazardous 
and profitless task of prophecy. What we do 
.'•ee is a dramatic and dynamic personality, im- 
pressing himself inexorably on his own party 
and on the whole structure of the state 
government . 

It is such a situation as this state has not 
hitherto known in our time. One's estimate of 
the Governor obviously varies with one's polit- 
ical sentiment. That he has captured the spot- 
light, that he is the unquestioned large figure 
in current Massachusetts politics, that he dom- 
- inates the political game <if both parties now— 
this is obvious. 

It is a period of epithets. 'VVc hear "boastful 
oratory," "leather-lunged self-advertiser," a 
"political guillotine" and others; but all this, 
legitimate as it is in the way of routine politics, 
is not at the moment building up anyone quite 
so much as it is building up the man assailed. 

This town during the week has seen and 
heard one distinguisiied Republican who does 
not toss epithets, and who has no interest, ap- 
parently, in throwing rocks at the White 
Htuse — former Governor John G. Winant, also 
of Mr. Tobey's state of course. He was the 
speaker this week at the annual meeting of 
the Massachusetts Civic League. 

Someone once defined "civics" as being "the 
.science of interfering in public affairs;" but ir. 
these days that is the ordinary function of all 
of us, whetlier members of civil leagues or 
cracker-barrel clubs. As w-as pertinent at such 
a gathering as this, Mr. Winant spoke on the 
general subject of efficient government. 

So gradually, in this state and elsew-here, we 
are developing, or watching, two rather different 
schools of Repubhcan thought and politics; and 
out of one of them will come the national leader- 
ship of the pa'rty next year. 

One school is that of attack, devastating 
ciiticism, aiming at pulling down the structure 
of the party in power, of making a march to vic- 
tory over the dead bodies of the NRA, the Dem- 
ocratic part> and all relating to the New Deal. 

The other school is that of sitting more or I 
less on tlie side lines, offering little violence of 
i-.ttack or criticism, and suggesting deliberate | 
lilies for Republican construction. 

Which of these is the wiser way we do not | 
\enture to -say, 

A Coolidge Trait 

Perhaps the current discussion on the Hill 
of the plan to maintain Calvin Coolidge's old 
hfime on Massasoit street, in Northam.pton, as 
a memorial to him. may offer a gentle hint on 
the ways and stratagems of politics. No man 
knew politics better than he; but he never threw 
a missile. To be sure, there were fewer targets 
in those days. 

There is a considerable difference between 
going with the current, and bucking against it. 
Maybe one trouble with the Republican party 
n(jw, as concerns its practical office-winning 
prospects, is that it floated so long with the cur- 
rent that it finds difficulty in taking on the new- 
role. In Mr. Coolidge's day things were pretty 
blight for the Republican party, and the chief 
task of a Republican candidate for Governor was 
to talk like a Governor. 

We do not know what sort of a memorial that 
Massasoit-street house will make. It is not pic- 
turesque, not romantic in any of its material 
aspects nor m its location. It is just a pleasant 
house on a pleasant street. It lacks the ruggeti 
simplicity plus the flavor of old New England 
which is so plentiful at Plymouth Notch. 

Perhaps it is just this that makes it a good 
memorial; it certainly would be different. A 
pleasant house on a pleasant street in a pleasant 
small city — a city with many of the agreeable 
qualities of an old New England town. And as 
one goes here and there about our broad land 
we shall find far more representative Americans 
living just in pleasant houses on pleasant streets 
in pleasant cities and towns, than we may hope 
to see in such gems of scenery and romance as 
the Vermont hills. 

Perfect Memorial 

If there is something less appealing in a ga.s 
jet or an electric light than in a kerosene lamp'. 
at least the former are more broadly significant 
of the people of the country. 

So this Massasoit-street house where lived 
Mr. Coolidge in the vital years when his destiny 
was being worked out, might stand very well as 
a perfect memorial. If the house is plain and 
unostentatious so was Calviii Coolidge.

Would Abolish Prison at 

Charlestown and Build 

Receiving Station

BOSTON, Feb. 23.— Engaged by 
Governor Curlpy nearly a month 
ago to rPT^orT on equipment of the 
Department of Correction, allegedly 
because of unre.st reported in penal 
Jnstltutlona, Lewis Parkhurst, for- 
mer fftate senator, today recom- 
mended abolition of the Charles- 
town state prison; a receiving sta- 
tion within five miles of the State 
House to accommodate 250 to 300 
men; changes or a new prison at 
Concord; nnd that no more build- 
ings be erected at Norfolk for two 
years. 

The most important work, the 
Parkhurst report says, Is to plan 
for a more complete and thorough 
segregation of criminal3 into 
classes than is posfiiblo with pres- 
ent equipment. As a .ttep toward 
this he rc(;on\mends the receiving 
building, and that it be of easy ac- 
ce.ss of penologists, physicians and 
others so the men may be examined 
■when flr.'it sentenced. He alo urges 
that prisoner.s be sent directly to 
this building on receiving sentence. 
Klectrocutlons There 
He suggested that electrocutions 
ba carried out In the receiving 
building, with the convicled i)er- 
fion sent to the building at once, 
to remain until the sentence is car- 
lied out. 

For Concord, the report recom- 
mends that It either be equipped to 
house the most dangerous criminals 
or that a new prison bo built for 
the dangerous criminals, with a ca- 
pacily of from fiOO to ,SnO men. 

Tn urging that con.-itrucl.ion at 
tho Norfolk prlaou colony bo hailed 
for twro yoarB, Mr. Parkhurst says 
there aro 26 or 30 at the colony 
who never should have been sent 
there. He asks they be transferred 
to aome other prison as soon as 
possible. 

Destruction of the Charlestown 
State pri.son Is favored. It Is recom- 
mended that the land he dLspofied 
of and the proceeds used to meet 
the cost of new buildings else- 
where. 

Some Beyond Hope 
The continuous construction 
work has made it difficult to car- 
ry on rehabilitation work for which 
the prison wiUi planned, the report 
Hays, and at the same time to 
maintain a proper standard of dif"- 
cipline. It is suggested that dormi- 
tory cajiacity nt the colony he In- 
crca/^ed so that 1300 to WOO men 
can be housed. 

"Of our total prison population," 
the Parkhurst report says, "there 
are a certain number who seem 
beyond hope of redemption. If 
these recommendations are carried 
out. sucli men will be in a safer 
place than we now have for them. 
"There are certain other men 
who have made mistakes, realize, 
they have mndo them, are willing 
to take their punishment, and 
with proper encouragement and 
RSivlstance will return to society 
and become an asset In the future, 
Instead of a continuous liability to 
the state, as has happened too many 
time.'" In the past."

-Kiigiiged by 
Governor Curley iipinly a month 
ago to rPPoTT on equipment of the 
Department of Correction, allegedly 
because of unrest reported in penal 
institutions, Lewis Parkhurst, for- 
mer frtate senator, today recom- 
jnended abolition of the Charfles- 
town state prison; a receiving sta- 
tion within Ave miles of the State 
House to accommodate 2,')0 to 300 1 
jnen; changes or a new prison at 
Concord; and that no more bnild- 
Ings be erected at Norfolk for two 
years. 

The most Important work, the 
Parkhur.st report says, Is to plan 
for a more complete and thorough 
segregation of criminals into i 
classes than is possible with pres- I 
ent equipment. As a step toward I 
this he recommends tlie receiving, 
building, and that it be of easy ac- 
ce.ss of penologists, physicians and 
others so the men may be examined 
when first sentenced. He alo urges 
that pri.-TOners be sent directly to 
this building on receiving sentence. 
Electrociilions There 
He suggested that electrocutions 
be carried out In the receiving 
building, wilh the convicfed per- 
son sent to the building at once, 
to remain until the sentence is car- 
ried out. 

For Concord, the report recom- 
mends that it either be equipped to 
hou.-ie the mo«t dangerous criminal.^ 
or that a new pri.«on bo built for 
the dangerous criminals, with a ca- 
pacily of fiom fino lo ,snO men.

If there had previously been any 
doubt in tiie minds of members of 
the city council as to the wisdom

The situation seems to call for 
some temporary setup that would 
carry the police department along 
while the question of police ad- 
ministration was being given ad- 
equate study. There would be no 
profit in creating anotlier commis- 
sion of three like the present board, 
particularly if Mayor Martens 
should feel under obligation to re- 
appoint Mr Anger?. Even though 
appointments should be made sub- 
ject to confirmation by the coun- 
cil, a commission over whose mem- 
bership the mayor and council 
clashed would not have an auspi- 
cious start. 

The course of events during the 
last few years has not strength- 
ened public confidence in a three- 
man board as the best for the ad- 
ministration of the police depart- , 
ment. A five-man board with city ' 
council representation would prob- 
ably be worse. With . the right 
members almost any kind of com- 
mission would work; with politics 
the first consideration in appoint- 
ments, almost any kind would be 
bad.

Legislature and Dog Racing 

The Legislature is beginning to 
receive pointed suggestions that it 
amend the new race track law at 
the present session so as to give 
the cities and towns the power of : 
veto through a local referendum or , 
action by the local governments. \ 
Such a change would prevent the i 
state racing board from granting 
dog racing licenses in any commu- \ 
nity regardless of the wishes of ; 
that community. The change pro- 
posed in the interest of real home 
rule has solid merit. 

The commission has already run 
into trouble by granting dog track , 
licenses in Cambridge, Methuen and 
South Boston without holding pub- 
lie hearings. Methuen in November 
last voted against the parimutuel 
race track law, although Essex 
, county as e. whole voted for it. Has 
; Methuen no local rights deserving 
of respect in such a matter? 

The case of Cambridge excites 
interest from another point of 
view. Within a stone's throw of the 
place where the dog racing track 
is to be located are the Cambridge 
Home for the -Aged and the Cam- 
bridge Tuberculosis hospital. The

The situation in fact is serious. It was an- 
nounced on Satu'-day, for example, that in 1923 
our miUs employed 163.000 persons and in 1933 
only 66,000. Stories of liquidation that once 
were rare have become almost commonplace. 
Rhode Island investigators stated yesterday that 
the finishing goods industry, not the coarse 
goods industry, must on the basis of existing 
conditions either quit business or move south.

THE TEXTILE CRISIS —= 

Today in Washington Gov. Curley and a group 
of mill owners will meet a number of leaders 
in Congress for conference over the plight of 
the New England textile industry. This highly 
important meeting is a sequel to the Governor's 
conversation with President Roosevelt on Sat- 
urday, 'Which in turn had followed a confer- 
ence earlier in the day with a number of the 
principal mill men in this city.

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The Innocent Come First 

Gov. Curley asked former State Senator Lewis Parkhurst 
3f WincRpster to investigate and report on prison conditions. 
He has done so and therefore deserves the thanks of the com- 
monweaith. 

It doe.s not follow, however, that in its gratitude the pubhc 
must agree with all that Mr. Parkhurst recommends— the tear- 
ing down of the state prison at Charlestown, the erection of 
a new receiving station for criminals and the establishment of 
a new system of segregating them. 

Mr. Parkhurst did put his finger accurately on what all 
knowing persons recognize as the chief evil— the transfer of 
ci-iminals from Charlestown through political pull— to the ruina- 
tion of lesser offenders in other institutions. This vile racket 
must be stopped. 

As to Norfolk prison colony. ITie Boston Traveler has 
believed and still believes that Norfolk is in the main none too 
good for some prisoners. But Norfolk got the wrong men in 
many cases, through ways that were open to sharp criticism. 
And, for a time, the policy that ruled Norfolk brought un- 
fortunate results. 

In reading Mr. Parkhurst's report, Gov. Curley should boar ^ 
in mind that Mr. Parkhurst was one of the most ardent defend- 
ers of the reign of Howard Gill as superintendent of Norfolk 
Mr. Parkhurst defended methods for which Gill was criticised 
and which led finally to the departure of Gill, 

Mr. Parkhurst's sincerity and integrity no man doubts, 
but his judgment in penal matters is open to challenge. Charles- 
t<.'wn has been named an unhealthful place to commit men yet 
we understand that the health record there compares quite 
t.ivorably with that of supposedly better places Mr Park- 
burst would mo\-e desperate criminals away from the city yet 
only weeks ago hundreds of Boston police, quickly mobilized 
prevented a prison break at Charlestown. 

And Charlestown is said to be a fire trap. In the same 
breath it is toW that the prison is 130 years old. It can burn 
down, but It hasn't. So can Norfolk. 

Mr. Parkhurst speaks of the community life at Norfolk 
He fails to state that relatively decent prisoners at Norfolk 
have complained because of lack of protection against other 
prisoners in this idea] community.

Objectives 
of the meeting included preparaticm 
ot a program 'o limit imports ot 
Japanese textiles, to diminate or 
lighten the cotton processing tax. to 
remove sectional wage differentials 
and to standardize wages throughout 
the industry. 

A bitter controvoisy was foreseen 
over the wage differentials, with 
northern interests demanding that 
southern mill pay be forced up to the 
northern level.

Rep. Edllh Noursc Rogers, Massa- 
chusetts Republican, planned to in- 
troduce a bill In the house today, 
calling for reopening of the cotton 
textile code, and said its purpose was 
to open the way to standardization ot 
wages. 

"The southern mills already have 
natural advantages, through proxi- 
mitv to their raw material," she said, 
•'and it ia unfair to give them an ad- 
ded advantage in wage rates." 

The N. R. A.'s decision to act 
swiftly in the textile situation was 
reached^ last week in the face of 
rnmblings of new walkouts in tex- 
tile centers. Serving on the special 
board are division administrator 
rrentiss Coonley, and Arthur D. 
Whiteside, Leon Henderson and Sid- 
ney Hlllman of the National Recovery 
board.

..^-....h textile mills with President Roosevelt 
during the hitter's visit to Boston Saturday, and upon leav- 
ing for the capital his plan.'- included the presentation to 
the conference 'of a definite jn-ogram intended to overcome 
the handicaps under which he contends the textile manu- 
facturers of this part of the country are now laboring. 
Prominent among the recommendations that he planned 
to submit was a straight forty-eight hour week law for 
both Northern and Southeim mills. Other important ob- 
jectives of the conference were understood to be the 
standardization of wages throughout the intiustry. and the 
restriction of textile iniiiofts from foreign countrie.-. 

In the cotton end of the textile industry, the South will 
always have the natural advantage of being closer to the 
source of the law product than the North. The big edge 
that its mills formei-ly had on those in this section in the 
matter of muili longer working weeks and far lower 
wage scales has been reduced to a great extent by the 
NRA code for the industry, but it is claimed that the ave'r- 
age wage there is still six cents an hour le.ss there than in 
New England. That is a manifestly unfair situation, the 
correction of *liich \<ould unquestionably 'elp the New 
England mills greatly. 

The competition from the textile industry in European 
countries where wage scales prevail that are far below the 
American standard has Jong been a source of real con- 
cern to the New England mills, and a high protective 
tariff has be(>n the chief means employed to offset it to the 
greatest possiijie extent. In addition. Japan h.i:s become 
.such a dangerous competitor in recent years that its textile 
imports have reached such proportions that they constitute 
a serious menace to the industry in this country. Wages in 
Ja!)an are at such a low level that American mills could 
not iio.ssibiy meet competition from that source unless the 
tariff rates were set high enough to counteract them. That 
is an aim of the Washington conference which will receive 
general and hearty approval.

Cole Says Curley Gave 
Approval to Granting 
Of Dog Track License 

Chairman of State Racing Commission Defends 
Self Against Attack Made by Rev. Father 
/ Murphy. 



BOSTON, Feb. 25-~Granting of a 
Cambridse dog track license had 
"the full knowlcdfie and appro\'al" 
of Governor Cinicy, General Charles 
H. Cole, chairman of the State Rac- 
ing Commission, declared today. 

Cole made this statement in de- 
fending him.solf against an attack 
made yesterday by the Rev. Francis 
V. Murphy, Cambridge Catholic 
priest, who charged that the com- 
mission had issued licenses in a 
"stealthy and undemocratic man. 
ner." 



"In view of the character of the 
charges marie against me yesterday 
by Father Murphy," read a state- 
ment issued by Cole, "I am obliged 
to make use of the one answer 
which will entirely refute this per- 
sonal attack. 

"I am one of the three racing 
commissioners and a.s such have only 
one vote. The license for dog racing 
at Cambridge was granted unani-

Some difference. 
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Some Cold, Sad Facts 

Governor Curley talked the New 
F.ngland niilI'~"!ntuation over with 
President Roosevelt on the train 
from Worcester to Boston Saturday 
afternoon. In the morning the Gov. 
ernor had talked the same subject 
with Governor Bridges of New 
Hampshire and twelve of the big 
textile mill owners of New England. 
Today the Governor and the same 
men he met with Saturday are in 
Washington to lay the card.s face up 
before a group of Congressional 
leaders. There is plenty of reason 
to believe that Congress will smile 
rather than grieve at the picture, 
but at least Governor Curley was 
imijrossed. He said, after leaving 
the President: 

"The mill owners jiainted a very 
doleful picture to us on present con- 
ditii ,is in the Now England mills. 
They told us that 90 per cent, of the 
textile industry was now located > 
the South. Think of it, the industry 
was 100 per CLnt. in New England 
only 2,5 years ago." 

The Governor came away from the 
Algonquin Club meeting with a 
handful of notes which he had made 
during the di.scussion and which al- 
ready were on the tip of his tongue, 
ready to be used to imprc-s Federal 
officials in Washington. 

"The Knights (Rhode Island oper- 
ators) told us that they !.ad recent- 
ly discontinued the operation of 
140,000 spindles," ho continued. 
"They alone operated 600.000 
spindles in previous years and now 
all of them have stopped running. 
"I am told that there were 100,- 
000,000 spindles in operation in New 
England mills at one time. Now there 
are only 6, .100.000 in actual opera- 
tion. There are 4.000.000 idle. 

"The mill owners said they arc 
operating at only two thirds of their 
present capacity and yet they are 
producing ,'jO per cent, in excess of 
consumption. 1 told the textile men 
that, besides seeking Federal as- 
sistance, I will also take up with 
a group of my economists ways and 
means to devise some new sources 
of absorption of this excess. 

"The textile group pointed out 
that the production of rayon has in- 
creased from I J.OOn. 000 pounds 15 
years ago to 213,000,000 pounds at 
the present time. In other words, 
rayon has taken the place of cot- 
ton for many purposes." 

The Governor said that the dif- 
ference in wage schedules for tex- 
tile workers in the North and South 
was equivalent to $3 a week for 
each individual which, according to 
the millmen, is a 'very great difTcr- 
cnce." Wage scales according to the 
Governor, average .3,'5 cents an hour 
in the South, as compared with 41 
cents an hour in the North. 

In tlie matter of employment, the 
Governor learned yesterday for the 
first time that there are approxi- 
mately 97,000 New Englanders for- 
merly employed in the textile in- 
dustry who have been forced to find 
other means of livelihood during 
the past few years. "The mills em- 
ployed inH.OOO in 192,'i and only fiR,. 
000 :n 193.3 and that, in itself, tells 
a big story," concluded the Govern- 
or. 

Yes. It's a big story, all right. And 
the picture will not be set straight 
until the New England mills get tl.o 
same working conditions to operate 
under that are accorded o>u- South- 
ern brethren.

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Speaker Saltonstall and Gas- 
par Bacon — Their Simi- 
larities and Difference

i A Political Aiitobiosraphy. Chapter 
' 18. These chapters meainier on, at 
times up to the minute and then run- 
ning back to 1!)08, when I made my 
fir.st appearance in the I-esislature. 
They go Ixick even to those days 
when Leverett Saltonstall was not 
speaker of the Hon.se, when Buirnieh 
was planning the facade of the Cap- 
itol. .Some credited the .speaker with 
a greater Kenero.sity than belonged 
to him when he decided, last .sprinp, 
to remain in his pre.sent ofliee, where 
he is now on his .seventh year. He 
was not a candidate for promotion, 
for lieutenant-sovernor or governor. 
In thi.s deci.sion, however, the .speak- 
er did not .show any particular gen- 
erosity and self-imnio|.ition, a.s often 
said. And yet I never should look 
upon him as a aelf-,seeker, unduly: 
that is, as by the political styles of 
the day. 

It was fortunate that he could be 
reelected to his piesent office, and 
c;5uld be kept alive politically and his 
fiervice .saved for the st;ite. His long 
term as speaker is an evidence of 
his hold over the House, which he has 
<;arned and deserved. In not becoming 
II candidate either for lieutenant-gov- 
■Brnor or governor he showed the best 
of judffinent fi-om all angles. For what 
w-as the situation? 

In 1031 the stage was set for Bncon 
for governor and for Haigi,s I'oi' lieu- 
tenant-govei'uor. Bacon might be gov- 
ernor. He could not be senator. There 
was no other step for him to take.

I have never seen .any man, with 
pfisslbly one exception, who in his po- 
litical service has put his cotmtry he- 
fore him.self. But I have seen many 
a man more of a "crasher" than the 
.s|)e;iker. And ho was very wise to 
emain ancliorod in the still harbor 
ehind the breakwater rather than to 
•ive ventured out into the stiff gales 
lid rou.gh soius on the open politicnl 
cean in in.'it to clutter up a wreck- 
trewn beach. He was thought wise 
hen he made his decision and he 
as shown to have been wise in the 
ill autopsies. 



the lempt/itions of politics as they ap- 
ply to r'olitical preferment, but they 
are pretty much immune from theii 
financial tcrapbaiions. 



Saltonstall and Flaeon are much 
like and yet much uii.alike. They 
ere born into pretty nnich the same 
Imosphere; that is, into entrenched 
imilies. Bacon is the older by, say, 

X years. The Saltonstall family goes 

ay back and has a high rating In 
enealogical tablos. In fact, it is 
lid Ih.il it w.is a Saltonstall who 
lanned the cruise of the Mayflower, 
•erhaps the best known Saltonstall, 
he peak of that family, was the 
randfather of the present speaker 
nd of the .siitne name. He was at 
ne time collector of the port, when 
h.it oftice' was the most fashionable 
political office hereabouts. The Bacon 

niily, of long-time sturdy standing, 

ached its peak, however, in Robert 
Bacon, the father of Caspar. But the 

icon sons have not yet closed their 
books; neither has .Saltonstall. 

I^everett and Caspar were educated 
n about the same way. in hot-hou.se, 
cademic conservatories. They were 
ent never to the public sehools liut 
o the liest private school.s. They were 
both graduated from Harvard .and its 
aw school, or their academic siand- 
ng t know nothing, and nothing need 
le known. l'"or the academic derelict 
s a success in after life as often as 
he man who wears the P. B. K. key. 
n athletics, rowing, l.evcrett was the 
more proinincnt of the two, btit there 
has l)eon no Harvard name more cs- 
ablished in the rowing history of 
the college than that of Bacon. 

With that Via(d;ground, and after 

heir entry into life, the first interest 
of these two men lia.s been political. 
The slate has been forttnuitc that it 
has tx'en so. Vor such men are as- 
sured of a rrasojiable llnancial inde- 
pendenee, and have command of their 
time. They make good pulilic servants. 

Such men may be open to many ot 



Products pretty much of the same 
mill, and thus apt to have led the 
same kind of political lives, yet these 
men arc unite different. .\nd this con- 
trast that I venture is to l)e inter- 
preted not by its letter but by its 
spirit. I^verelt would rather do noth- 
ing than chance a mistake an<l Caspar 
would rather chance a mi.stake than 
do nothing. I have no opinion to ex- 
press as to the relativi? intellectual 
capacities of either of these men, for 
I do stop at something. But I shall 
emphasize what 1 think is a fact, 
that it is the man who has the greater 
conlidence in his own mentality who 
does the more venturing, Lev- 
erelt has not the .s.ame confidence 
in his capacity that Ca.spar has 
in hi.s. .\nd so, like men of that 
school, I.everett is the slower to act. 
He is the more cautious of the two, 
and even the more suspicious, perhaps. 

Lmich with Lcverett and the brakes 
.are all on, 1 asked liim once, in a 
December before the lIou.se had con- 
vened, why he had demoted a certain 
legislator at a previous session. He 
replied: "I shall not tell you what 
committees I am going to give him," 
a question which I had not asked him, 
nor would I ask him. This showed 
his caution, to such a degree that he 
was ahead of the conver.sation. Lunch 
with Bacon, however, and the brakes 
are all off. He has no fear of .skidding. 
You get the whole story. 

AVhen Lcverett contacts he seems 
at times to wonder whether it is with 
a friend, but G.'isriar seems to as- 
sume .siiili always. lcverett is the 
keener of the two in his political 
amenitie.s. quicker to write a note of 
appreciation. On the platfoim Bacon 
is the qtiicker to stir with approval 
or othcrwi.se, T.,everett slower with 
both, for he is the .safer player of 
the two. Each at times has subju- 
gated ideals to expediency, it is a 
horrid fact, 

B.icon m.ide a more spectacular 
flght in i;(31 than Lcverett ever could 
have done, for Lcverett is not of that 
sort. Neither man has any of the so- 
called arts of the stump, iioetry or wit 
or elofiuence. There is inueh of the 
plunger in Caspar, and little of that 
nuality in Lcverett. Caspar could 
thrill an audience more th.in Ijcverett 
could, and yet in their relative cam- 
paign capacities fewer mistakes 
would be made with fjcverett than 
were made with Caspar. With Gas- 
par it is Tirst what to do, but with 
Lcverett it is ffrst how to do it. Gas- 
par is ready to ride a rough road, 
Leverett would welcome a detour. 

I liavc always Ipoked upon Ijcverett 
as having the more political iioten- 
tiality of the two, for reasons other 
tiijin intrinsic, apart from the merits 
of the two. The electorate is out Hrst 
not to elect, but to defeat, somebody. 
It is an unhappy fact that men will 
work harder to lick a man than to 
elect him. Men are elected not for 
what is known for them but for what is 
i not known against them. And Bacon, 
I being the more aggressive of the two, 
j has accumulated the more critics of 
I the two. Were Bacon and Saltonstall 
I to stand on the flat and without a 
handicap to either, as candidates for 
' the .same noiniiuuion, Saltonstall 
would probably lick Kac(Ui. For Lev- 
erctt's whole political life has been 
of that cautious, carefully thought- 
out sort which has made rfewer critics 
for him than have been made for 
Caspar. And yet Bacon has all the 
appeal of the plunger, in which re- 
spect Leverett is absolutely lacking. 
B.icon can stir more rally applause. 



It is at this time hard to predict 
what the political future of Leverett 
Saltonstall will be. It is hard to s<-iy 
what he wants, or what he will get. 
It is also hard to predict whether 
Caspar is politically dead or simply 
sleeping. He may want to retlirn to 
the public service and he may not. 
But ^t is to be hoped, whatever hap- 
pens, that these two men will never 
cla.sh in the .s.am<' campaign for the 
same officp, and tli.at both of them 
may be of further value to the Ke- 
ptiblican party. And now, by way of 
finale. 

Reader, do not decamp with the de- 
lusion that I have favored either of 
these men wittingly in the delicacies 
that must attend a close contrast ot 
this .sort. I have not. I know I've 
been honest and open and, I hope, 
accurate. Indeed, if their names 
should face, me on the same ballot 
fcu' the same office, I should be pnz/.led 
to pick between them. And, whether 
in the polling-booth or in the trying 
chair of the dental operator, It is al- 
wa.vs "No cross, no crown."

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Labor will form its own political 
party eventually and this step will 
come soon, it organized workers keep 
on getting "a run-around" from Re- 
publicans and Democrats they help 
elect to political office. President John 
F. Cateleo of the Massachtisetts 
branch of the A. F. of L., asserted 
yesterday in discHs.sing the progress 
made on labor's legislative program 
before a gathering of delegates from 
regional labor groups. 

Robert J. Watt, secretary and legis- 
lative agent of the state federation, as- 
sailed insurance companies for their 
stand on workmen's compensation 
measures during the meeting at 
Springfield C. L. U. hall. Ho tii-ged 
the 150 persons present to go back to 
their various unions and wor!< to iron 
out all petty differences and get solid- 
ly behind labor's legislative program, 
"01(1 Army Game" Triod 
The forecast of an early movement 
toward a third party c;ime during an 
assault o:i the tendency of Democrats 
in the state Legislature to block a 
roll call vote on measures in which 
labor is interested. 

"The Democrats are s.tid to be try- 
ing to pull the old army game on us 
a.s the Republicans have done in the 
past." said Gatelee. "They don't want 
a roll call vote so lalK>r will be un- 
able to put the finger on renegade 
legislators who vote 'no' on progres- 
sive labor bills. 

"I am not a Republican or a Dem- 
ocrat when it eome.s to politics. I am 
.a labor man all the time. Kvery mem- 
ber of organized labor should take his 
polities from the labor movement. It 
.seems that we turned one bunch out 
and got another one in that was just 
the s;tme This whole thing is bound 
eventually to i-esult in a third party. 
We backed a new hor.se, only to find 
that he eats the same kind of oats as 
the old one." 

Mentioning the anti-injunction hill 
.and the woikmen's compen.s.ation bill 
especially, Mr Gatelee asserted that it 
was neces.sary for the legislative com- ' 
mittces of every central labor union 
in the state to get in touch with it.s 
legislators and wvpa upon them the 
importance of favoring a roll call vote i 
on all import.TUt Labor measures. 

No Quarrel With Carloy j 

tAbor has no quarrel with Gov i 
James M. Curi ey "up to now," Mr | 
GattlW llft'l.ueJ. His inaugural mes- 
sage pointed out the advantages of I 
several bills in which labor is inter- | 
ested, he said, but declared that labor . 
need well be fearful of the "little car- ] 
pet baggers it has put in the state , 
Legislature." ! 

"Inevitably we're going to have a 
third party." Gatelee declared, "since 
between the low-wage Democrats and 
the no-wage Republicans we have lit- 
tle to choose." 

The .state president of organized la- 
bor asserted that he felt that labor 
would have more and more cause to 
oppose the Roosevelt program as time 
goes on, citing the prevailing wage 
clause in the public works bill for 
which labor is battling. j 

Mr Watt spoke at some length on 
House bill 340, the workmen's com- 
pensation act, asserting that the pres- 
ent system is no help to the workers. 
He quoted statistics for the years be- 
tween 1924 and 1933 to show that for 
every dollar paid out in compensation 
to workers during that time, 25 cents 
went to the injured workers and 75 
cents went to doctors, lawyers or in- 
surance companies which issued the I 
compensation policies. 

50 Per Cent Covered j 

Besides this, only 50 per cent of la- j 
bor is covered by present compensa- i 
tion laws, he declared. He denounced ! 
the policies of large insurance com- 
panies in raising salaries of execu- 
tives during the depression, while ar- 
guing that they are losing money 
every day on workmen's compensation 
payments. 

"Millions of dollars will be spent in 
this state this year in opposition to 
this bill and labor must join hands 
and bury petty differences." Mr Watt 
.said. "We must make an especial ef- 
fort this year when we have for the 
first time a fighting chance to get the 
bill through." 

Other bills which labor is trying to 
get through t'lis year would rais the 
school age to 16, limit the employ- 
ment of minors under 18 in hazardous 
occupations, establish pick locks in 
the textile industry, and provide for 
proper ventilation in garages and 
warehouses which are being tised for 
office workers, and the 48-hour week. 

Mr Watt Q.sserted that he felt sure 
that Massachusetts was "not yet 
ready for such social legislation as 
health insurance." In predicting the 
failure of House bill 1400 to provide 
such insurance, he remarked that the 
state protected the health of cows, 
chickens and horses, but that it did 
not appear to feel the same responsi- 
bility toward men, womf'n and chil 
dren.

EASTERN LEADERS 
MEET AT CAPITAL

Governors and Textile Rep- 
resentatives to Seek Lifting 
of Southern Wages — Cur- 
ley Is Sponsor 

Wa.=hin,!Ttnn. Feb. 24— (AP)— In an 
effort to force southern textile ■wages 
up to the northern level, eastern eov- 
ernors and manufacturers gathered at 
Washington tonight for a parley to- 
morrow Tvith the Xew England con- 
gressional dole.g'ation. 

The ob.iectives of the conference ■will 
be: Standarlization of wasres throuRh- 
out the industry; elimination or 
amelioration of the cotton processins 
tax and restriction of foreigm imports 
of textile products. 

Called By Got Cnrley 

The meetinp:. called by (JTov Curley 
of M.issachusetts, will be attended by 
Gov Brann of "Maine, representatives 
of the governors of Connecticut, 
Rhode Lsland and Xew H.impshire and 
spokesmen for Xew England and 
ncrthern textile manufacturers. 

Direct action to attain the wage ob- 
jective was planned by Representative 
P'dith Xourse Rogers (R.. !Mass.), 
who prepared a bill for introduction in 
the House tomorrow calling for re- 
opening of the cotton textile code — 
code X'o 1. the pride of Hugh S. 
John=;on. XR.\'s first administrator. 

This w.Ts believed the fir.'st attempt 
to force XR.A action through legisla- 
tion, and its purpose, Mrs Rosers said, 
is to open the code to amendments 
eliminating the wage differentials now 
favoring the South and the substitu- 
tion of uniform pay scales.

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MUCH TO THE POINT 

Although ovcrdup by several years, 
the move instituted by Gov Jamc.T 
M. Curley to force an equalization 
in wages in the textile industry is 
nevertheless much to the point. The 
.=isnificant feature of the move now 
under way is that it is the first one 
of any importance to carry the cause 
of the New England textile indus- 
try to Washington for decision. De- 
velopments in the conference called 
there this week by Gov Curley to 
enlist the support of the entire New 
England delegation in Congress in 
behalf of equalization in the wage 
schedules paid in this section and in 
the South will be followed with keen 
interest. 

Now that Gov Curley has taken 
the initiative in behalf of the thou- 
sands of rnen and women dependent 
upon the textile plants for a living 
wage and in behalf of the great in- 
vestment in the plnnts scattered all 
over New England it is difficult to 
understand how the problem has 
been avoided until now. With mills 
forced to liquidate and a general 
condition of inability to pay a scale 
of wages considered by the workers 
as essential there was no one ready 
in all the period of distress for this 
industry to take the lead in a de- 
termined protest to the federal gov- 
ernment. It must be recognized that 
Gov Curley has hit upon one of the 
most vital issues for the entire 
northea.'tem group of states. In the 
event that he is unable to secure 
all the concessions asked for credit 
must at least be given for the at- 
tempt; if it develops that justice is 
done a victory of major proportions 
will have been won for this section 
and for the underpaid workers of 
the South. 

As pointed out in these columns 
last summer when the textile strike 
was in progress, the demoralization 
of the industry is the logical se- I 
quence of the migration of cotton t 
plants to the South several years i 
ago. The greed for profits made 
through the employment of cheap 
I labor available in the South has 
proven the undoing not only of the 
mills there bnt of many which re- 
mained here. Underpaid women and 
children revolted against the condi- 
tions in which the standard of liv- 
ng was too low even when employ- 
ment was uninterrupted. The own- 
I ers were able to compete success- 
fully with mill owners who remained 
here but the exploitation of labor 
with attending strikes undermined 
the whole structure. The plight of 
the mills in the South at the pres- 
ent time is a sad commentary upon 
the scheme which was responsible 
for their being in that section. 
j Gov Curley will have substantial 
' support in his move in behalf of W^ 
New England textile inriustry whii.li 
has in recent years been made to 
suffer untold hardships as a rosuU 
: of unfair competition. The question 
, is very plain as between the de- 
mands of this section for a fair 
basis for carrying on the textile in- 
dustry without the handicap of la- 
' bor in the South on a scale of pay 
approximating that of slavery day,?. 
It is difficult to see how anyone can 
refuse these just demands unle.>s 
he is connected with the southern 
plants. New England is without a 
doubt squarely behind Gov Curley 
in his move.
